The following is the evidence given by a 
rebel soldier, showing that Booth was with 
the rebels in Virginia and conspiring with 
them : 

Henrv Van Kteinaeknr. a witness called 
for the "prosecution. U-ing duly sworn, tes- 
tified as follows: 

liy.ludg.' Advocate Holt: 

H.ive you or not for several years been in 
the military service of the so-called confed- 
erate states? Yes, sir, 1 have been. In 
what capacity? I was employed in the To- 
pographical Department, ranking as en- 
ginecr officer, with the pay of an engineer 
«>t!i . r. < hi whose stall"? The stafl'ot <ien. 
B I ward Johnson. Were you or not in the 
tState of Virginia in the summer of and 
at what point? When we came back from 
1 Viiii-vlvania. afp-r the battle of QcttjS* 
burg. I was ordered with another engineer 
Lieutenant, who was very sick, to convey 
him to his home at Staunton, in the Valley 



ern cities in ashes, and, finally, to get after 
the members of the Cabinet and kill the 
I'residtnt. That appeared to lx> the main 
purjKise. I heard 'that more than a thou- 
sand times, but never so much as at the 
time when I was informed it was the pur- 
pose of the meeting. I always considered 
it common braggadot-io before. What was 
the name of the officer who gave you tho 
account of the proceedintrs of the meeting? 
Lieutenant Cockerill. To what portion of 
the service did he belong, do you know? 
To the 2d Virginia Regiment, I believe, and 
the same company that Captain Heal be- 
longed to— the Captain who was executed 
at Governor's Island. Was any thing said 
as to what part Captain Heall — the one af- 
terward executed -was to play in these 
movements at the North? Cockerill told 
me lieall was on detached service, and wo 
would hear of him. Cockerill was a mem- 
ber of that meeting, I understand you to 
say? Yes, sir. Did you, while there, see 
liootti and Cockerill associated together? I 
did not see him particularlj'. 1 saw them 
all in a crowd together. Hooth was asso- 
ciating with all the officers? He was asso- 
ciating with a great many of them. Did 
you know of any other secret association or 
meeting, having similar objects, at any 
time, in the service with which you have 
been connected? I heard of the existence 
of secret order* for certain purposes, to as- 
sist the confederacy. I heard one name 
very frequently called, the name of the 
order, the "Golden Circle," and several 
Hmw 1 heard the name of the "Sons of 
Liberty.'* How many years do you state 
you were in the confederate service? Not 
|iiit<* three years. State whether, during 
the last year or two— since the reverses of 
the confederacy have commenced — it has 
not been freely and frequently st>oken of in 
the rebel service, as an object finally to be 
accomplished, the assassination of the Pres- 
ident of the United States? Yes, sir; I 
heard that very often. Have you not 
heard it spoken of freely in the streets of 
Richmond, among those connected with 
the rebel Government? Yes, sir. About 
what time — when is the latest you can now 
recall, having heard declaration of that 
sort at Richmond? At the time alter the 
battle of Chancellorsville, when 1 do not 
know what general it was, but believe it 
was (General Kilpatrick, was on a raid near 
Richmond; at that time 1 heard it; I was in 
Richmond on a furlough at the same time. 
Whenever and wherever spoken of, do I 
understand you to say that this sentiment 
of the necessity of the asssassi nation of the 
President ol the l"nit"<l States was gener- 
ally assented to in the service? Yes, sir. 
The "detac hed service" of which you speak, 
on which these parties were to be sent, vou 
say related to Canada and the destruction 
of the Northern cities along the Canada 
frontier? It was outside of the confederate 
lines — either here, in the Northern cities or 
in Canada. Did you understand that the 
"detached service" was to be performed in 
that direction along the Canada frontier 
and in our Northern cities? This "detach- 
ed service" was a nickname in the confed- 
erate army for such purposes. It meant 
that sort of warfare? Yes, sir. Yon spoke 
of laying the Northern cities in ashes: did 
you understand that that was the mode in 
which that warfare was to be conducted, by 
tiring our cities? Yes, sir; by tiring the 
cities down and getting the people dis-:ttis- 
lied with the war, and by that means to 
bring forward a revolution among the peo- 
ple in the North. That was the purpose. 

The following shows how liooth was en- 
gaged in New York, 2nd contains some re- 
markable letters: 

Mrs. Mary Hudspeth, a witness called 
for the prosecution, being duly sworn, tes- 
tified us follows: 
By the Judge Advocate: 
Where do you reside? At Harlem, New 
York. Will you state whether or not, in 
the month of November last, you were rid- 
ipjg in the railroad cars of New York city, 
the Third av-nue cars, and whether you 
observed that than were two men in the 
■ • trs that attracted your attention, one of 
whom, on leaving the cars, dropped a letter 
which you picked up? 1 was going down 
the city: there were two gent' 



<»1 Virginia; and from there I took my way the car; whether they were in or not when 
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b.e-k to find the army again; and near Har- 
risonburg, twcnly-hve miles from Staun- 
ton, at Swift Run Gap. I was overtaken by 
ti.ii - citizens, with whom I got better ac- 
quainted, after having ridden awhile with 
them; and I found them out to belong to 
Maryland. The name of one w as liooth 
and the other one's name was Shepherd. 
Do you remember the features of Rooth? 
1 do not remember the features of all of 
them. Look at that photograph. [Hand- 
ing to the witness a photograph of J. Wilkes 
Ho tii There is a resemblance, but the 
Ia<-, 1 was fuller. You think i: is tin- same 
p. rson. but he had a fuller lace than this? 
I lieiieve it is. Did you learn at that lime 
that it was .loan Wi.kes Booth, « he •otoet 
I heard the other gentlemen call him Hooth. 
I thought first it was a nickname, but af- 
terward I found out that it was Hooth. 
How far did you ride with those persons? 
A\ • Mali at "ih ■ tavern at the foot of the 
mountain until the next day. There I got 
belter acquainted with them. How long 
w. re you to-i :her? How many hours do 
you suppose? Eighteen or twenty hours. 
Did you have anv frt e conversation in re- 
gard to public affairs while you were him? 
Vi s, s r . Will you state what Hooth said 
to you in regard h) any contemplated pur- 
po.'-e of attack u|>on the President of the 
I "nited States? State all that he said. 
J \> as asked by Rooth and those oth- 
. rs. i ... wii.tt" I thought of the prov- 
able success of the confederacy; and I told 
them that aftersuch a chase as we had then 
got irom Gettysburg, I believed it looked 
c . . 1 1 1 v ; and then Hooth told me 
"that is nonsense; if we only act our part 
right the confederacy will gain their inde- 
pendence: old Abe Lincoln must go up the 
spout, and the confederacy will gain their 
independence anyhow." Thai was the ex- 
pression of the time What diil you un- 
derstand by the expression, be "must go up 
the spout," from all that Hooth said? It 
was a common expression, meaning he 
iiiust lie killed. That I understood always. 
Del he say under what circumstances that 
would become necessar\? H« s:o,i so soon 
as the confederacy was near giving out. so 
soon as they were nearly whipped, that 
must be done: that would »» the final re- 
source to gain the independence of the con- 
federacy. DiJ the citizens who were w ith 
him engage in conversation? Yes, sir. Did 
they seem to assent to his sentiments? Cer- 
tainly. Did not Hooth know that you were 
a confederate so'dier? Yes, sir. They 
asked, when they overtook me on the road, 
where I was going fo. 1 told them I be- 
longed to General Edward Johnson's staff, 
and was going to the army, coming from 
Staunton. At what point did you arrive 
together? 1 do not know the name of the 
place; it is neat the foot of Swift Run Gap. 
Did you meet there a num tier of confeder- 
ate olficers — I siteak ol the end of your 
ride — with the Stonewall Rrigade? Yes, 
sir. That was about three or four days af- 
terward. They went from me the next 
day. My horse could not keep up with the 
other horses; they were splendidly mount* 
ed, and my h->.--e w.,s n-ariv i, token down, 
so they went on. Three* or four days after- 
ward I w as called to some of the regimen- 
tal camps, and told that some strangers, 
friends of mine, wanted to see me. I did 
not know who it was. When I came to 
amp, I found those three citizens, and was 
introduced bj Captain Randolph personal- 
ly, lormallv to Rooth and Stephens. Was 
Btat the Stonewall Hrigade? It was at the 
camp of the _d Virginia Regiment. Do 
you or ia y u not kJMMT whether there was 
a secret meeting of rebel efficers on that oc- 
casion? That evening there was a secret 
meeting, where I was not admitted. Did 
they state to you the purpose of that meet- 
ing, and what conclusion they reached? 
Some officer afterward, who was about the 
meeting, stated to me what was the pur- 
pose of iU Was Hooth in that meeting? 1 
believe so. Tley Were all in together. 
What did be state to you was the determin- 
ation and purpose of that meeting? Tne 
purpose of the meeting was, as I was in- 
forfr»ed afterward, to send certain officers 
dwtmched service to Canada and the bor- 
, to 1*/ 



I got in, I am not c oulident; I overheard 
tin ir conversation; they were talking most 
earnestly; one of them said he would leave 
lor Washington the day alter to-morrow; 
and the other was going to Newburg or 
New -hern that night; they left the car: the 
urn! that was .sitting near me pushed his 
hat forward, and with that pushed his 
whiskers at the same time; they were false 
whiskers; the front face was much darker 
liian it was under the whiskers. Was he a 
young mau? He was young. Do you tuink 
you would recoginz'> his features again? I 
think I should. [Exhibiting to the witness 
the photograph ol Hooth— Exhibit No. 1.] 
Ivook at that and say w hether it recalls him 
to you? The face is the same; he had 
a scar on his right cheek. Was it on 
the cheek or neck? It was something 
like a bile, near the jaw boue. 
Did you judge from bis conversation that 
he mi man of education and culture? He 
was a man of education, and the other was 
not. The other's name was Johnson. Did 
you observe his hands? Did he seem to 
have been a man who had led a life of ease 
or ii' t? The hand that was ungloved was 
very beautiful; the other hand had a gaunt- 
let on. They exchanged letters in the cars. 
The one w ho ha I Ihlse whiskers put back 
the letter in his pocket, and I saw a pistol 
in his belt. Did any of the conversation fall 
on your ears? Were you able to hear it? 
I overheard him say "he would leave for 
Washington the day after to-morrow. That 
is the one who h -d the ungloved had and 
false whisker-'.' Yes; and the other was 
very anirry becaus I it had not fallen on 
him to go to Washington; he had been sent 
for to go souie place by a messenger. Y'ou 
say he seemed very angry because it had not 
fallen to bis lot to go to Washington in- 
stead of the other? Yes, sir. I had letters 
of my own to post at (he Nassau street Post 
office; one of them left about Twenty-sixth 
i. 1 weuty-seventh street, and as he left. I 
move*d up into his place. The car was 
crowded; my daughter said that I had drop- 
ped one of my letters. She picked some- 
thing up and gave it tome. When I went 
dow n to the broker's, where I was going 
■rlth some gold, I went to take it out of my 
po. ket-book, and I saw an envelope, with 
two letters in it. I thought it Of tiprt- 
ancc because of the conversation. Are you 
certain it is the envelope with the letters 
dropped by one of these men? It must have 
been, because I saw them exchange letters, 
and th' re wns no one else at that seat. Was 
K picked Bp at the point where they were 
sitting? Yes, just at the end of my dress. 
Would you recognize the envelope if you 
were to see it? Yes, sir. [Exhibiting an 
envelope with two letters.] Look at that 
that, and see if it is the same envelope and 
letters? It is the same. Were both letters 
in that envelope as you now have them? 
Yes, sir. 

The letters were then presented and read 
to the commission, as follows: 

"Dkak Eons: The lime has at last come 
that we have all so wished for, and upon 
you everything depends. As it wan decided 
before you left, we were to cast lota. Ac- 
cordingly we did so, and you are to be the 
Charlotte Corday of the nineteenth century. 
When you rememlier the fearful, solemn 
vow that was taken by us, you will feel 
there is no drawback. Abe must die, and 
how? You can choose your weapons. The 
cup, the knife, the bullet. The cup failed 
us once, and might again. Johnson, wiio 
will give this, has been like un enraged de- 
mon since the meefimi, because it has not 
fallen upon him to lid the world of the 
moiiMi r. He says the blood of his gray- 
haired father and noble brother call upon 
him for revenge, and revenge he will have; 
if he cannot wreak it ujkju the fountain 
head, he will upon some of the blood- 
thirsty Generals. Butler would suit him. 
As our plans wi re all concocted aud well 
arranged when we separated, and as 1 am 
writing— on my way to Detroit— I will 
only Bay that all rests upon you. You 
know where to find your frieud. Your 
disguises are so perfect and complete, that, 
without one knew your face, no police 
telegraphic dispatch would cstch you. 



not act hastily, Remember, he lias ten 
days. Strike for your home; strike for 
your country; bide your time, but strike 
sure. Get introduced; congratulate him: 
listen to his stories; not many more will 
the brute tell to earthly friends. Do any- 
thing but fail, and meet us at the appoint- 
ed place within the next fortnight. In- 
close this note, together with one of poor 
Leenea. I will give you tho reason for 
this when we meet. Return by Johnson. 
I wish 1 could go to you, but duty calls 
me to the West. You will probably hear 
from me in Washington. Sanders is do- 
ing us no good in Canada.

St. Locis, October 21, 1S64.— "Dearest 
Husband: Why do you not come home? 
You left me for ten days only, and you now 
have been from home more than two weeks. 
In that long timeonly sent me one short note 
—a few cold words— and a check for money, 
which I did not require. What has come 
over you? Have you forgotten your wife 
and child? Haby calls for papa until my 
heart aches. We are so lonely without you. 
1 have written to you again and again, aud, 
as a last resource," yesterdaj' wrote to Char- 
lie, begging him to see you aud tell you to 
come home. Iam so ill, not able to leave 
my room; if I was, I would go to you 
wherever you were, if in this world. Mam- 
ma says I must not write any more, as I am 
too week. Louis, darling, do not stay away 
any long from your heart-broken wife.

At what time in November did you pick 
up this envelope and these letters? The 
day General Butler left New York. I can- 
not tell tho precise date, but General Scott 
told me he had left that morning. Was 
that after the Presidential election in No- 
vember? Yes, sir. What did you do with 
these letters aftei you examined them and 
found their character? I took them first to 
(General Scott, who asked me to read them 
to him. He said he thought it was of great 
importance, aud asked me to take ittoGeu. 
Dix. I did so, and gave it to General Dix. 
Vou say the men exchanged letters. Which 
was giving letters to the other, the large 
or the small man? They exchanged twic"; 
the larger one gave them to the one next to 
iii in. and he handed them back, and they 
were exchanged again. Did you see more' 
than one? Yes, sir. The smaller one, or 
educated one, said he would leave for 
Washington the second day after? Yes, 
sir. 

The next witness is William E. Wheeler, 
who lives in Massachusetts, and was at 
Montreal last fall. He testifies that he met 
J. Wilkes Booth as follows: 

I was standing in front of the St. Law- 
reooi Hall, Montreal, aud saw him go 
across from a broker's office ou the opposite 
side. What time was thai? I cannot say 
the day exactly, but it was in October or 
November last. Did you see any others 
who were pointed out to you by name? 

There was another man who came across 
with him. Who he was I do not know, and 
never heard hi3 name. I spoke to Mr. 
Booth when he came across, ann aske'd 
him if he was going to open the thea- 
ter there. He said no, he was not, and left 
me directly and entered into conversation 
with a third man, who was there, and some 
time after that as I was walking along with 
a gen leman he pointed him out me as Geo. 
Sanders. 

John Deveney lives in Washington, and 
was at Montreal last fall. He testified : 

Were you, or not, acquainted with John 
Wilkes liooth? Very well. Did you meet 
him there? I did. In company with 
whom did you sec him there? Tho first 
time I saw him in Canada, I saw him 
standing in the St. Lawrence Hotel, Mon- 
treal, talking with George N. Sanders. Can 
you tell about what time that was? I can- 
not tell you the month, but from what I 
have seen in the pajrers I am constrain d 
to believe it was in October; but I am not 
willing to swear it was thai month. Did 
they, or not, seem to be intimate? They 
se. "nu ll to be talking very confidentially. 
Were they drinking together? Yes; 1 saw 
them go into Dowley's aud have a drink to- 
gether. You mean George N. Sanders? 
Ves; George N. Sanders, who used to be 
navy agent at New York. Did TOO see in 
Canada at the same time Jacob Thomp- 
son, of Mississippi, who was Sec- 
retary of the Interior under the 
administration of President Buchanan? 
I saw Mr. Thompson, Mr. Clay, Mr. 
Tucker, and several others. They were 
pointed out to me, but I was not acquaint- 
ed with those gentlemen. You mean 
Clement C. Clay, formerly United States 
Senttor? That was the man. I mean him. 
I presume he was the man. Ho was 
pointed out to me as that person. Did 
you have conversations with liooth. Yes, 
1 vpoke to him. I asked him what he 
was doing there. I asked him, "Are you 
going to play here?" knowing that he was 
an actor. lie said no, he was not. Said L 
"What are you going to do?" Said he, "I 
just came here on a visit — a pleasure trip." 
I saw in the papers afterward that he had 
been trying to make an engagement with 
Buckhuid, of the Theater Royal there; but 
1 do not believe it. You say you saw him 
talking to Clay, Sanders, llolcomb, aud 
Thompson? I believe I did. I am not very 
positive that 1 saw him talking to those 
parties, but 1 did see him talk to Sanders. 
That I can swear to, because I was stand- 
ing up against a pillar in the hotel, and it 
was right in the hotel. Sanders was 
leaning against a piliar aud' liooth 
was standing directly in front of him. 
You say you have seen the others with 
Sanders'? "Yes, sir. I do not know that I 
saw them there standing talking to San- 
ders that day, but I have seen those other 
men w ith Sanders at different times talking 
to him. Aud with Booth? 1 wi!l not say 
that, I saw Booth talking to Sanders, 
though. Of that I am positive, because 
those two were standing together when 1 
came up. I just e*auie from the postoffice, 
which is opposite the hotel. I came over 
and saw them talking there. I was sur- 
prised to see him, and that is what made 
me take particular notice of it. 1 thought, 
as a matter of couse, he came there to play. 
When was the next time you saw Booth? 
The next time I saw Booth was on the steps 
of the Kirkwood House, in this city, the 
night of the 14th of April, a few minutes be- 
fore .">, or between ."> and ti o'clock. What oc- 
curred then? He was going into the hotel. 
I was stauding talking to a young man 
named Callan, I think, who works iu one 
the departments; he was formerly a ser- 
geant of cavalry, I think. I said to Callan, 
"I would like to go up to Willard's Hotel, 
aud see if we can see General Grant." I 
had never seen him. Said I, "Will you 
MM and go along? He said, "No; I have 
got an engagement to be here at S o'clock, 
to meet some person." So I did not 
go, but weut into the hotel, saying, 
"I wonder what time it is now; it 
must be time for your frieud to come, if he 
is coming." I went in, and found it w as R, 
or a few minutes of it, and, said I, "I guess 
you can go now; that engagement is up." 
He said, "No; I will wait a little longer." 
Just then Booth passed me, going into the 
hotel, and turned around and spoke to me>. 
J u~ked him when he came from Canada, 
for 1 did not know he had left there. He 
said he had bee>u back some time, and was 
going to stay here some time, and would 
see me again. 1 asked, "Are you going to 
play here again." Said he, "No, 1 am not 
goiug to play again; I am in the oil busi- 
ness." I laughed and joked at that, it be- 
ing a common joke to talk about the oil 
business. A few minutes afterw ard I saw 
him coming down street on horseback, on 
a bay horse. I took particular notice what 
kind of a looking rig he had on the horse. 
I do not know what made me do it. The 
next I saw of him I heard the speech and 
saw him jump out of the box at the Iheater, 
and wnen he fell, he fell on one hand and 
one knee, and I recognized him. He fell 
with his face toward the audience. I said, 
"He is John Wilkes Booth, and he has shot 
the President." I made that remark right 
there. That Is the last ever I saw of him, 
! when h« was running across the stag*. 



You say you are certain you saw him and 
Sand, rs drinking together, as well as talk- 
ing? Yes, sir, I did, I am sure of it. San- 
ders says he never saw him; but Sanders 
iells a lie; because he did see him, I saw 
him talking to him. Cross-examined by 
Mr. Aiken: How long have you resided iu 
this city. I h ive been otf aud on here for a 
year or" two. I was formerly an officer in 
the army, 4th Maryland Regiment, as Lieu- 
tenant in company E. I was in the employ 
of the Adams Express Company a great 
many years, and worked with theui in 
Washington for some time. 

Some Rich Incidents In the Idle of the 
French Philosopher Cousin. 

( ..utinentiil Cirn spoudtnt of the Am. Tub. Cir.] 
We are giggling at an incident in M. Vic- 
tor Cousin's life. A few days since he 
wrote to the Emperor's secretary, and asked 
for an audiance of Napol on. It was grant- 
ed, of course. People about the palace and 
about the town (for the news flew rapidly, 
as such news always does) wondered what 
the father of electic philosophy could 
want. Was it to erect a monument to 
Mine, de Longueville? to honor Mine, de 
Sable's memory ? to return thanks for the 
personal honor of having a street of Paris 
named after him ? No. It was to pray the 
Emperor to effectually protect the temporal 
dominions of the Pope! M. Victor Cousin 
—the man who said, "the superstition of 
Christianity would be exploded in a hun- I 
dred years"— has become one of the Pope's 
defenders! He is old now; the pleasures 
of the world and the llesh are no longer for 
his tame and humble blood. "The devil 
sick, the devil a monk would be." They I 
say he held the French Emperor by the but- 
ton-hole for two hours, and was very elo- 
quent; but the wind whistling through the 
pine-trees breathes not more idly than that 
academician when he defends ultramontane 
policy. It is said that bj> has taken to 
wearing relics and scapularies, which re- 
port I do n i believe, but ii makes us laugh 
here, and when the French smile they are 
half convinced. They are partial to that 
reason which appears like laughter 'hold- 
ing both his sides." I have heard a good 
many stories told on him this week. From 
among them I select one or two of the beu. 
Mind you, I do not guarantee them true, 
but you know in matter of biography where 
there's smoke there's lire, and iu all this 
cloud of smoke you may find more than 
live coal. L ist winter there was a grand 
dinner-party at the Duke of de Noailles's. 
Among the" guests were to be found the 
most eminent members of the French 
Academy and the noblest names of the 
Faubourg St. Germain. M. Cousin was 
there. He came in excellent spirits. The 
Huke de Noailles's cook is famous, M. 
Cousin was radiant. He was, as Mile. Ad- 
elina Patti would say of herself, "in voice" 
that evening. It was evident, as soon as 
soup was served aud had been followed by 
the customary glass of sherry, that M. 
Cousin was going to delight the company. 
His spirits rose as he poured down glass 
after glass of chateau Latitte. Dinner was 
not half through when he beanie eloquent, 
and all the company hung upon his lips. 
Higher and still higher the argument rose, 
until at last earth was lost sight of, and, 
stretching the wings of his imagination for 
a still higher llight, he sent the cheese and 
plates before him rolling in all directions 
on the lloor. Tho company scarcely knew 
which to admire most — his wouderlul fac- 
ulty of extemporization, or his full mind, 
or his great enthusiasm— until next morn- 
ing every word he had said appeared vcr- 
batim ct literatim iu the "Revue ties Deux 
Mondes"! He had done nothing but recite 
it ! They would have pardoned him but for 
the incident in which the cheese figured. 
They could not forgive him for depriving 
theiii, with malice prepense, of the cheese 
solely for an oratorical ellec t. 1 have allud- 
ed, once or twice in the course of this cor- 
respondence, to the rancorous and iniplaca-* 
hie hatred he beats to M. Jules Simon, the 
author of the "School of Alexandria," the 
"Working Girl," and other philosophical 
and social works. They were for years on 
the most intimate footing. M, Jules Simon 
is said to tell this sp>ry on him: "In those 
days — a long time since— I was an humble 
prof, s-or at Versailles College. M. Victor 
Cousin was alrerdy celebrated. He pro- 
posed tome to join him in translating Plato's 
Works. It gave me some money (of which

him. I would come to town every Thurs- 
day and give him my week's labors, which 
he would sign without reading, and then I 
would carry them to the press. One 
Wednesday Louis Philippe visited the Col- 
lege, and he gave us all a holiday. I, hav- 
ing nothing more agreeable to "do, came 
into town to bring my weekly installment 
of 'copy.' I rang the bell at M. Victor 
Cousin's house. The servant let m iu, and 
1 went unannounced as usual to his study 
filled with books and pamphlets, to which 
none but his most intimate friends were ad- 
mitted. M. Cousin was standing on a lc.d- 
der iu one of the alcoves, buried in a huge 
folio. He wore a dressing-gown. His back 
was to the door, and ho was half-concealed 
by tic inchi of the alcove's shelves. I said 
nothing. 1 was young then, he was already 
eminent, and I felt some emotion in seedng 
a respected master delving so industriously 
alter truth. He did not turn round, but, 
knowing that the visitor must be one of his 
intimate friends (else entrance to the study 
would have been denied him), and that I 
was at Versailles, he said with a whining 
voice: 'Ah! my dear friend, y. u have be- 
fore you the most over-woi k-d man you 
ever saw. I know not w hat it is to sleep. 
My head is on tire. My brian se.thes. I 
do not live; 1 labor, and wilh whom ?

I made no 
reply, for on my last visit to town I had 
brought in a complete translation of the 
'Little Hippias.' The proof-sheets had been 
sent out to me, and he had not changed a 
letter or a comma of my translation. Hear- 
ing no reply, he turned round to see what 
visitor was in his study. He saw me, em- 
barrassed, dumb, and awkward. I made 
no impression on him. He did not start- 
he did not so much as blush. He smiled 
in raillery, and said, in a jeering tone, 
'Hallo, Simon, is that you? Well! well! 
well ! "Nobodv in Paris knows better than 
you the labor I spend on 'Little Hippias.'" 
What do you think of that cool impudence? 
Is it exceeded by M. Alex. Dumas's last 
letter to M. Paul Meurice?

The first distinct and unequivocal an- 
nouncement of Mr. Henry Howard Brow- 
nell as a rising poet was in the Atlantic 
Monthly for May, [see article, whose intel- 
lectual autograph no one need mistake,— 
"Our Battle Laureate," in which Dr. 
Holmes says : "Our literature cannot forget 
the masterpieces in thin little volume in a 
day, a year or an age." In which opinion 
we cannot, after due examination, doubt 
that time will concur." 

There are. certainly, several poems in the 
look which, with all their hot haste, (the 
terrific exigency of their action allowing no 
opportunity to cheapen epithets,) are, un- 
doubtedly, muster-pieces of their kind. 
"TLe River Fight" would, of itself, suffi- 
ciently notify us of an extraordinary genius 
for poetical description and narrative, 
while, in "The Fall of Al-Accoub," we have 
a terrible, allegorical conception that almost 
• s< - into the imaginative. 

But it is "The Bay Fight" that is really the 
author"*- masterpiece, and to which we are 
conlidentour literaryreaders will most heart- 
ily thank us for calling their attention. And 
the reason this is by far, in our opinion, the 
best battle piece of the war must chiefly be 
that, in this case, as we are assured, the 
poet actually united theory with practice, 
and helped to fight the battle which he has 
so gloriously sung- -a privilege that, un- 
fortunately for most martial poems, their 
authors have not uniformly enjoyed. The 
inspiration of certain passages, and, indeed, 
the tone of the entire poem, could never 
have been attained by one who had not 
himself seen, felt, and undergone that with 
which he so vividly electrifies us: 

"Trust me our berth waa hot. 

Ah, wi.-he.ily well they shot- 
How their death I. It* howled at

Your committee, appointed under a joint 
resolution of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, approved 
March the 4th, 18G5, to report resolutions 
addressing the Hon. J. P. Rullitt out of of- 
fice, beg leave to MM the following re- 
port: 

Your committee were unable to give 
Judas Rullitt personal Lotiee of the sitting 
of the Legislature and of this proceeding, 
he not being found in the State. They, 
however, had a copy of the resolution un- 
der which they were unpointed, accompa- 
nicd by a notice to said Rullitt, published 
in the Louisville Journal aud Democrat, 
mt twenty days, a copy of which is reported 
as part hereof.

M. That the said Rullitt is guilty of a 
high crime by conspiring with others to op- 
hos.- with fore'e the lawful government of 
the United States. 

3d. The said Rullitt has vacated his said 
office, by absenting himself from the sit- 
tings of said Court, and from this State, 
and having taken up his permanent resi- 
dence withiu the territory of u foreigu gov- 
ernment. 

The above address is repeated under the 
instructions of this House, embraced in the 
resolution raising this committee. This 
committee did not deem it their eluty, under 
the re'solution, to take proof, and have con- 
sequently taken none; and therefore ex- 
press no opinion upou the merits of the 
case; but each member of it reserves the 
right to vote upon its adoption, after the 
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proof shall have been he>ard, as he shall 
deem right.

Washington, May 1!».— After recess Mr. 
Rosch recalled and identified the rope found 
in Spangler's sack. 

Win. Eaton testified that he arrested 
Spangler at his house in Mashiugton. 

Wm. Wallace testified that he arrested 
O'Laughlin on the 17th of April, onthe 
way to the police office O'Laughlin spoke 
of the murder as a bad affair, and denied 
he had anything to do with it. Jas. (iitford, 
carpenter at Ford's Theater, gave informa- 
tion about titling up the box President 
Lincoln occupied. Nothing specially im- 
portant was elicited by his examination. 

A Washington special to the Commercial 
says Secretary Seward visited the State De- 
partmeuL He eutered»upon his duties at 
once*. 

The order for tho transportation of Jeff 
Davis by water instead of land will prevent 
a great deal of misplaced sympathy, and 
batik' plots for his rescue.

Washington, May 11).— The court pro- 
ceeded totxamine Colonel P. J. Taylor, on 
duty at Headquarters Department of 
Washington, who testified he received from 
Lieutenant Terrel the paper taken from 
Rooth's trunk on the night of the Hth, writ- 
ten in Confederate cypher, and gave it to 
Colonel Wells April 11th. 

C. R. Roset. of Washington, cross-ex- 
amined by the Judge Advocate, said he 
went to Spangler after his arrest and found 
a carpet suck with a rope in it eighteen feet 
long. The twist appears to be taken out of 
it. Nothing but papers aud a dirty shirt. 

(Jitloid stated that the decoration of the 
President's box was not in the line of 
Spangler's duties. There was a gentleman 
there named Grebald, an upholsterer, 
whose dmty it was to decorate the box, but 
he had a still neck, so he told me after- 
wards. Wl.eu 1 asked him if I did not see 
him in the box be said he was in the box 
but did not decorate it. The last time wit- 
ness saw Spangler in the evening was about 
9} j o'clock, on the stage. Rooth had access 
to the theater by the back entrance at all 
times, and w as on intimate terms with all 
there. 

Mrs. Martha Murray, wife of the keeper 
of the Clarendon House, recognised Payne 
as resembling a man who boarded there, 
and who left the house at 4 P. M. on the 
14th of April. 

W. H. Wells, colored, testified that he 
was a servant in the house of Hon. W. H. 
Seward on the Hth of April, and Identified 
Payne. When Payne came to the house he 
raug the bell. I went to the door; this 
man came in; ho had a little package in his 
hand and said it was troni Dr. Verdi; said 
he was sent by Dr. V. with particular in- 
structions how he was to take it and must 
go up; told him he could not go up theu; 
he repeated the words over a good while, 
"Must go up, must see him;" I told him 
he could not, it was against my orders; 
that if ho would give me tho medicine 1 
would tell him how to take it if he would 
leave directions. That would not do. He 
started to go up, I slipped past him and 
went up stairs before bun, I asked him to 
excuse me; 1 thought, perhaps, he would 
sav I refused to let him come up. I 
thought he might have been sent by Dr. 
Verdi and would tell Mr. Seward; I stop- 
ped him; he said all right. I noticed his 
step heavy aud asked him not to walk 
so heavy as it would disturb Mr. Seward. 
He met Mr. Fred Seward on the steps and 
had some conversation with him in the 
hall; he said to Mr. F. Seward he wanted 
W. H. Seward; Mr. F. S. told him he could 
not s«e him, his lather was asleep at that 
time, to give hiui the medicine and he 
would take it to his father; that would not 
do; he must see him, he kept saying, he 
must see him; Mr. r. S. said, I am Mr. 
Seward's son, If you can't leave it v/ith me 
you can't leave it at all; ho had little more 
talk; still holding bis package; Mr. F. S. 
would not l«it him see him any wax j he 
started to go down before him and had 
gone aleun three steps and turned around 
saving, don't walk so heavy; by the time I 
had turned around he jumped back and 
struck; Mr. Fred Seward had falleu 
and thrown up his hands; then I ran down 
stairs and halloed murder; I went to the 
front door and cried murder. I ran to Gen. 
Augur's headquarters, saw no one on guard 
ami came back. Ry that time three sol- 
diers had come out of the building and fol- 
lowed me. I had got about half waj back 
when 1 saw this man run and g-t on a 
horse- He had on a light over, oai amino 
haj. He had on a hat when he came into 
the hoti-e. I h td not seen the horse at all 
before I halloed to the soldiers "there he is 
getting on his horse." He got on the horse 
and started oil; 1 followed as far as the 
corner of I and Fifteenth streets; he turned 
up Vermont avenue and I lost sight of him. 
He struck Mr. Frederick with something 
round aud mounted with silver; I took it 
to be a knife. Afterwards I saw him raise 
his hand twice; he hit him twice and then 1 
ran down stairs. The witness also iMMMd 
to having subsequently recognized Payne 
at Gen. Augur's headquarters. 

Sergeant G. F. Robinson testified to hav- 
ing been in attendance as nurse to Mr. Se- 
ward, aud recognized Payno as resembling 
the person he saw there. 1 first heard scuf- 
fling in the hall and opened tho door to see 
what the trouble was. He stood close up 
to it, aud as soon as it was opened wide 
enough he struck me and knocked me 
down, and theu rushed to Mr. Seward's 
bed aud struck him and maimed him: As 
soon as I could get on my feet I endeav- 
ored to haul MM off" the bed and he 
turue'd upon me; the-n there was a man 
came in the room and clutched him be- 
tween the two of us; we got him to the door 
or by the door, when he clenched his hand 
around my neck aud knocked me down, 
broke away from the other man, and 
rushed down stairc* he struck me the first 
time with a knife, and the last time with his 
list; he stabbed me in the forehead; I saw 
him cut Mr. Seward twice; he struck be- 
yond his neck the first lime; then he struck 
him on the neck. 

Maj. Seward, son of the Secretary, was 
sworn, and identified Payne as the man 
who was at his father's house ou the night 
of tho 14th of \pril. He had retired about 
11 o'clock, and a short time after was arous- 
ed by f he screams of his sister. He arose 
and seized the man, who struck the wit- 
ness with a decanter Irom the table, and 
made use of the words, "I am mad; I am 
mad." When near the door witness 
saw by the light in the hall that he was 
large and had black hair aud no beard; got 
a pistol and rushed down to the front door. 
After witness's own wounds were dressed 
he went into his father's room aud saw he 
had a large gash ou the cheek, one on the 
throat, and one on his head. Witness is 
satisfied that the prisoner at tho bar was the 
same man.

In what manner has Mr. Stanton, Secre- 
tary of War, performed his duties in regard 
to the supply of the army and support of 
the military operations under your charge? 
So lar as my knowledge extends, and I 
have had many relations with the War De- 
partment, I can most cheerfully sav that 
every thing I have required, or that I 
thought ought to be done, has been 
promptly attended to by Mr. Stanton as the 
head of the War Department. What do 
you say of the talent or ability with whicn 
Mr. Stanton has conducted the department? 
I consider the department has been con- 
ducted with very gnat ability. There may 
havo been some matters in which I may 
have differed with Mr. S., and might have 
criticised his operations. Speak of the gen- 
eral management of the department? As 
to the general management of the depart- 
ment, I consider it has been conducted 
with great ability. 

• TESTIMONY OK LIKl'T. GEN GRANT. 

You have been Lieuteuant General com- 
manding for a year past and more? Ans. 
Yes sir. I wish you to place upon record 
your answers to the following questions: 
In what maimer has Mr. Stanton perform- 
ed his duties iu the supply of the armies 
aud the support of military operations 
under your charge? Admirably, I think 
there has been no complaint in that respect; 
that is, general complaint, so far as he is 
concerned. I don't think there has been 
any ground for complaint'in that respect. 
Has there been any misunderstanding with 
regard to the conduct of the war iu any 
particular between you and the Secretary 
ot War since you havo been in command? 
Never any expressed to; I never had reason 
to find fault with his conduct. He has al- 
ways seemed satisfied with what I did, and 
has heartily co-operated with me.
